And therefore do I begin with this 
Expedient, Beſeeching the Almighty, who gives unto Senators Wiſdom to put it into 
the Hearts of our Repreſentatives eg take ſuch Care of our Holy Religion, thi Cauſe

co the Opinions of Stateſmen in Matters of Religion, who advance Notions both in Church 

and State, only to ſerve their own Priyate' Intefeſt at the Expence of the Publick: For tis 
well known that the Opinions raiſed, by Stateſmen in the Reign of King Charles II. and 
which were cantinyed by Fame: II. coſt us above 70 Millions of Money; and the preſem 

War being the Eflect of thoſe Opinions, we dont know but it may coſt us above 

We can therefore never be too Nice in our Diſtinctions be twixt Opinion” and Religion; 
for tho Opinionators may ſeem Religious Men, you'll find em in the Bottom Self- Intereſted 

Chriſtians, abundance of Self. Intereſt in em, ſer off with the thin pretence of Religion; as 

a little Oy! will cover a great Superficies of Water. And it has always been obſerved, 
that. Men who have made deſperate Concluſions, and ſuch as have formed ſtrange Opinions 
from. the Doctrinals of Religion, have been * poſſeſſed with 3. Spirit of Perſecurien, 
than which nothing is more diſagreeable with the Doctrines of our Bleſſed Saviour, who 
is the Head of his Viſible Church, throughout all the World: And in all Ages we find 
that where Perſecution has been encouraged and promoted, in that place there has been 2 
Viſible Decay of Piety, and true Religion, and, in fine, a Loſs of Liberty and Property to 
elte People. As the Duke of Bu hing ham very well ſays in his Speech to the Houſe of Lords. 
here is, methinks, in this Notion of Perſecution, à very groſs miſtake, both as to the Point of G- 
vernment,and the Paint of Religion. Here is ſo as tothe Point of Government; becauſe it males 
every Mans Safety depend on the Wrong Place, not upon the Governour, or a Mans” Living- 
well towards the Civil Government Eſtabliſhed by Law, but upon his being Tranſported with 

Zeal for every Opinion that is held by thoſe. that. hade Power in the Church then in Faſhion, . 
And it is, I conceive, 4 Miſlake in Religion, becauſe it is poſritvely againſt the Ex 
f preſs Doctrine and Example of Jeſus Chriſt, ——— Nay, my Lords, as to our Proteſtant Re. 
=_ : ligion, there is ſomething in it yet worſe far: we Proteſtants maintain, 2 thoſe 
33 Opinions, which Chriſtians. differ about, are infallible z and therefore in us it is ſomtwhat an

"Thiole who coafive Religion to private Opinians, do- not gnly alte rhe Narure, but. 
thereby they deſtroy. the very Efſence of it; for. when Religion and ſecular, Notions are 
confounded one with the other, we are put to the Trouble of ſeparating them, before 


we can diſtinguiſh one from the other. And a Religion thus confus d, and interworer FF 


o , 


with· Secular Intereſt, can be called no other than a, Ao 3 which if we examine 
imo. the. Nature of it, we ſhall find ãt the, moſ}-incongruous. and. ludefenſible_Poing. ther» 
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em be. It is impoſſible thar a State ſhould be ſupported by Opinions in Religion; 
Becauſe thoſe Opinions can never ſuite the Minds of all che People of a Realm, and tis 
the People, and nor their Opinions, that are the Defence of a Government: Now we have 
Laws that are made for the Security of the Government, and thoſe Laws are ſujred ro 
the Minds of the People; every Nan having Protection from them, which he never can 
expect from Opinions in Religion. And thoſe Princes that have Built their Thrones on 
the Sandy Foundations of their Courtiers Notions, have found themſflves miſtaken when 
they have expected Stability from thoſe Props 5 an T have always made it my Obſcrva. 
tion, That thoſe Miniſters who have been ſuch mighty Sticklers for Notions and Opini- 
ons in Religion, have ever been Men of the Weakeſt parts, and the leaſt Read in Max- 
ims of Policy, and have hardly been capable of Underſtanding a Paragraph in Iachia- 
vel; but by their Cant in Religion, with new Opinions and Notions, fuired to the Ar- 
bitrary Deſites of Princes, they have curry'd Favour with their Soveraigns, for their 
own Advantage, and as often to the Ruin of the Prince, of which we do noC want Inſtan- 
ces, in Engliſh Hiſtory. JJJͤ a log ok 
I have hitherto ſpoken of Religious Opinions in General; let me now bring the Diſ- 
courſe nearer home, and apply it to the Religion of England: The Church of England, 
as it is by Law Eſtabliſhed, I may, without Detraction from Foreign Reformed Chur- 
ches, believe to be the Head of the Proteſtant Churches; irs Doctrines are Sound, and 
Agrecable to the Canon of the Scriptures :The Laws of our Country have recognized the 
Laws of God, and the true Worſhip of him, is enforced by the Sanction of our Legiſlative, 
Power; fo that in England we may ſay, The Chriſtian Religion in its Purity is thoroughly 
Eftabliſh'd. Now theſe Opinions and Notions of Religion, which are the Effect of Inte- 
reſt or Fancy, are not to be deemed any part of the Eſtabliſh'd Religion. The Deſign - 
of conſtituting a Church under ſuch or ſuch Articles of Religion, is meerly fer the Ser- 
vice of God, and the Good of the Souls of Men: Whatſoever Notions therefore are 
advanced contrary to the End and Deſign-of its Conſtitution, ougbt to come under the 
Evognizance of the Civil Magiſtrates, as deteſtable Errors 
The Reader perhaps will ſay that I am Encouraging of perſecution, whilſt I am ſpeaking 
againſt it: God forbid that I ſhould have ſuch a Thought; I ſpeak nor here of Religion, bur © 
of the Exeefs of ir, weh is Superſtition; or Immorality, which is a Privation of all Religion. 
Religion, like Vertue, confifts in a Mediocrity. I hope I may Love the Church of England 
very well without running on the Ridge of it, or Supplanting rhe Devil by ſhoving him 
from his Seat on the Pinnacle of the Temple, all Mens Spirits are not alike Volatile; one 
Marr has not ſo much Mercury in his Compoſition as another, and if fo, there is a Difference 
ia the Bodies of Men, ſome are Groſs and Far, others are Thin and Light; one Man can 
hardly Aſcend the Belfrey, by the time another is got into the Spire of the Steeple; ſome 
Sons of the Church are meer Anabkims, others but Prgmies, and who can help all this? We 1 
are no more able to change our Minds than we are able to change our Bodies, and yer for 
all the Differences before mentioned, we all of us belong to the Church of England, as much 
as we do to the Species of Mankind, notwithſtanding the Differences of Shape and 
Sͤtature. But the moderate Churchman is ſtill the bettet Chriſtian, Extreams are as trou- 
bleſome in Religion, as in the BDdy: If the Blobd be heated td an Iren Degree, the Fea· 
yer hardensahe Earthly Tabernacle till it moulders inte its Original Duſt ; if the Blood 
be Child by extream Cold, the Limbs grow Friggid, the Joints are Benumb d, and the 
Compoſitwn is Shrivel'd to a Carcaſe ; Tis che ſame thing rn whor ay Intempe- 
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and that make Specious Pretenſions to the Church, for the Sinifter Ends of profit and 
prefetment. lis a hard matter to Judge of the Hearts of Men; we have but one way al- 
lowed us to do it by, and that is by their Actions; Now when I ſee a, Man given to all 
manner of Debauchery and Prophaneſr, when I hear him Curſe and Blaſpheme, and unwar- 
rantly Reproach and Cenſure his Neighbour, whatever Pretenſions he can make to Reli-. 
gion, I muſt conclude he is no true Son of che Church of England; becauſe his Life and 
Converſation is not warranted by her articles of Religion, and becauſe he is in a League 
and Friendſhip wich Vice and Immorality, which are her greateſt Enemies. When 1 find 
a Van making a pretence to the Church and Religion, and find that Gain is the Occaſion 
of his Godlineſs, that, under a Pretence of Religion, hie Accumulates Offices and Wealth, 
without any Regard: to the Honour of the Crown, and the Neceſſities of the State; I muſt 
not believe this Man to be a true Son of the Church of England: And this is the moſt 
dangerous of all Prerenders to the Church; for he looks ſo much like its Legitimate Iſue, 


that he can hardly be diſcerned from her true Sons. Covereonſneſs may pals for Thriftineſa 


And may ſeem the contrary to Profuſeneſs and Extravagance z a Mans Penury may keep him 
from Drunkerneſs, and ſo he may be eſteemed a Sober Man; Reaſons of Intereſt may 
kee p him from Curſing and Sweating, and other manner of Prophaneſs 3, and thus he is 
196 moſh dangeron:, becauſe he is within us, aud we do not eſteem him an Enemy as

The only crue Son of the Church is therefore one, that not only owns, but Practiſes her 
Doctrines; that is not in Shew only, but in Deed a Chriſtian; that Loves Chriſt in all hig 
NMembers, whether High or Low, Rich or Poor, or of what Party or Denomination ſoever: 
He is one that rejoyces to fee the Work of Reformation done by any Hands, and loves the 
inſtrument that does it, let jt be of what Make or Size ſoever + When he ſces many tur- 
ned to Righteouſneſs, he does not Envy thoſe that have done it, their Shining like Stars in 
the Firmament of Heaven, He will not fall out with his Brother in che way to Salvation, 
on the ſmall PunQilio's of Decency and Order, and the Right Hand of Fellowſhip; but 
will Comfort and Aſſiſt him in the Hazardous and Slippery way to Eternity; he will eaſe 
him of his Burthen, by helping him to remove che Scruples from his Conſcience, by dis- 


intangling him from the Ferrers of Sin, which makes him move fo heavily on in his way 


to Salvation, The Buſineſs of his Life is to do good to the Souls of Men, and to their Be- 
dies, by. Strengthening the Weak, and Confirming the Srrong, by being Charitable to the 
Poor, and a Friend to the Juſt Rights and Liberties of Mankind; © + 
This is che Temper and Inclination of a good Chriſhan,and the very Characteriſtick of a 

the Member of the Church of England; and this is the Temper that muſt be maintain d 
amongſt all the Proſeſſors of Religion in England: This is the crue Religion and Undefiled, 
in the Preſervation of which, we may expect the Bleſſing of the Almighty _ ne” 
Queen, on our Selves, on our Navy, on our Armies; and without which, we muſt expect 
nothing but Judgment.

Tho we are fo far off from this happy State, methioks there is a near paſſage tb itz and 


is there any need of Arguments to reconcile Men to themiclyes,and ro their own Eternal 
Intereſt? 
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Intereſt? We have made ſeveral Attempts towards 
Diſſenters, and the Church, which by ſome Wiſe Men has been thought practicable; eſpe- 
cially betwixt the Church and the Presbyteriant, who are by much the greacer part of the 


Diſſenters. There was a great Step taken towards this good Work ſome Years ago; but 1 5 
as if God Almighty would not beſtow fo great a Bleſſing on ſo Sinful a Nation as England, 


he took to Himſelf the great Inſtruments engaged therein, all in one Years time, viz. 


Our Great Queen Mary of Bleſfed and Immortal Memory, the Learned and Pious Door 


Tillitfn, Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, and the Reverend and Learned Mr. Flemming, This 
was a Year wherein the Church of Cbriſt, and the State of England, received the greateſt: 
Blow that has been known in the Memory of Man, by loſs of its great Patrons: and ever 
ſince their Deaths no Advance have been made towards an Accommodation among: 

- Proteſtants, Profeſſing the ſame Faith, and living under the ſame Governmenr. 
In Religion, as in Phyſick, we muſt look into the Cauſes of the Diſtemper, we muſt know 


its Origine before we can Rationally propoſe Remedies for a Cure. And here we need 


not look farther back than to the Reſtoration of King Charles II. at which Time the Diſ- 


ſent began; the Biſhops were reſtored with the King, and the Fpiſcopal Government was 
Re-Eſtabliſhed in England, Thoſe Perſons who had enjoyed the Church Revenues in the 

time of the Common-Wealth, having taken the Solemn Leapue and Covenant, could not 

comply with the Ceremonies of the Church, without breach of Oath and Covenant, and 


without Violence Offered to their Conſciences; whereupon they left their Livings, but 


thinking themſelves Bound, V irtute Officij, to Preach the Goſpel, they ſer up ſepatate Con- 


gregations, and Exerciſed their Miniſterial Functions in private. 


o 


The Churchmen being reſtored, with a Genius peculiar to Party-Engliſhmen, they uſed 
all the Violence that poſſible could be againſt the Diſſenters, ſo that the whole Reign of 


King Charles the Second was a continued Scene of Perſecution, only with ſome ſhore Iu- 

retvals of Indulgence. And tho King Charles 2d, in his Nature was a Merciful Prince, and 
no way Enclined to Perſecution, yet the Tantzuzes of that Reign preſs d him fo cloſe, that 
we find in the Acts of his Time, he could not get a Money Bill paſs'd before he had paſsd 
ſome Oppreſſive Act or other againſt the Diſſenters. The Perſecution viſibly enereaſed the 


Number of the Diſſenters, inſtead of leſſening them; they throve like Camomile by Op- 
preſſion; and as it is contrary to Reaſon that outward Puniſhments ſhould Effect aud 


Convince the Mind, ſo by Experience we know, that no Prince yet could by the Seve- 
riry of Humane Laws, bring his Subjects to a Uniformity of Principles. The French King 


has for many Years Executed his Tyranny in Maſſacres, Murders, and Dragoming: of his 
| Proteſtant Subjects into a Compliance with his way of Worthip, by which Means ſome 
Hundred Thouſands, of them have left their Country to the weakening of its Native 


Strength; and yet we find there are enough, of them leſt in the little Country of the Ce- 


vennes, to withſtand by Force of Arms all the Troops he can fend to Suppreſs them. 


Perſecution and Irreligion, are Inſeparable Companions: As the Clergy at that time grew 
Formidable by the Execution of the Acts made againſt Proteſtant Diſſenters, fo they lit- 
tle minded their Preaching Work; and growing tov Scandalous in their Lives and Con- 


verſations, they hereby encreas d the Number of the Diſſenters. And indeed this one 
thing has made above half the Diſſenters in England: all the People of our Country are 


Religious, at leaſt in Notion, and they think they ate Bound to ſerve God in ſome man- 
ner or other: Some are Chriſtians indeed, and have a reliſh and ſavour of the great 
things belonging to Salvation. Theſe go not to Church out of Formality and She w, they 


have no other views in Religion than the good of their Immortal Souls in a Future State. 
They go not forth to ſee a Reed ſhaken with the Wind, but to hear a Prophet, who 
ſhall reveal to them the gieat Myſteries of the Goſpe]. They come not to Church to 
hear Stories of 41, and bitter and uncharitable RefleFjons on their Proteſtant Brethren; 

but to be Inſtructed in the Way to Heaven, and to be Taughr to know Chriſt and him 


crucified. Tis too Notoriouſiy true, that too many of our-Clergy in thoſe times tutid

ſtead of inſtruding their People in the Liberty: wherein Chriſt bad [et them Free, they 
Taught them the Enſlaving Doctrines of Paſſive-Obedjence and Non-Refiſfarce. They were 
no other than State-Diviues, and run into Court-Factions, and drew as many of their beo- 
ple after them, as would be Miſſed by the vain Notions of Arbitrary Power with Hopes of 
Court Preſerments Theſe were generally ſuch as were Preachers in and abc ut che City 
of London; and if any others did not run into the ſame Exceſs of Loyalty and Perſecarion 


* 
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with themſelves, then they were Branded as Presbyterians, and Enemies to the Chu ch; 
ſo chat we had not a Sober Religious Man of the Church of England, but what Was tigma- 


tiz d as a Diſlenter, notwichſtanding he was of the Communion of che Church. 


Whilſt theſe were Drown'd inthe Mud of Perſecution, others ot them weie as deep. in 
the Mire of Debauchery; which made them fo Scandalous that the people th. uzhc them 


not proper Guides to deaven, and very unfit to take Care of other Mens Soul, who were 
- ſo very Negligent of their ow; and ſo the ſought our for other Helps in the great con- 
cero of Salvation: And by this Means the Numbers of the Oiſſenters were conſiderably en- 
. creaſed .. For we cannot poſſibly expect that God ſhould Bleis the Word to Hearers, when 
it is delivered by one that does not in the leaſt Practice what he reaches. : 

Now, from what I have ſaid on this Subject, it neceflarily follows, that the Union we 


Aim at can never be obtain'd, but by a Reformation of the Clergy of all forts. As Judg- 


ment begins ar the Houſe of God, fo muſt alſo this great Work: 


The Difſenting Clergy, ar leaft very few of. them, have not the Argument to Plead, as #t- 
the Reſtoration, They are under no Obligations by the Solemn League and Covenant, their 
Conſciences are Free in that Point; and the rigid Temper of the Church-Men being much 
abated, and the Penal Laws againft Diſſenters being taken off by 4& of Parliament, there 


. ſeems a Door open on this fide, for many, it not for moſt, to enter into che Church. 


On the other ſide, the Clergy of the Church of England, are now convinc'd by Expe- 
. riznce, that Perſecution has been ſo far from Adding Numbers ro the Church, that it has 


« ſenſibly Diminiſhed then ; chat too much Heat and Fire, inſtead of Strengthening, has 
Weakned the Walls of the Tabernacle 3 that all our paſt Misfortunes, the Judgments of 


God. which have overtaken us ja Years paſt, and the Impending Dangers which now threa- 
ten us, are chiefly owing to our Animoſities and Heats about Religion. Our Religious 
-Fends and Cavils not long fince put us into a State of Deſperation, The Church, after 


. they had ſpent their time in Perſeeuting the Proteſtant Diſſenters, were not able to 
: ſtand their own Ground againſt the Papiſis, who by the Heats among our ſelves, took the 


Advantage of ſtealing from us our King, and by that Means they were enabled with Power 


. ſufficient to ſeize upon our Civil and Religious Rights, And had not the Diflenters at that 


time fell in wich the Churches Inteteſt, and ſtood by the Eſtabliſh'd Church againſt Popery, 
ve ſhould now have had neither Proteſtant Churchmen, nor Diſſenters in England; for there 
was never ſuch a horrid Maſſacre of Proteſtants Executed as was defign'd at that time. 
Now fince Unity at a time within Memory, has ſaved the Church of England, and the 
State, from ſinking into the botromleſs Pit of Ruin, Methinks it ſhould be an Argument 

from Experience for us to Unite yet faſter, under the ſureſt Bonds of Amity and Friend-- 
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ſhip. If the Srubbornneſs of One Patty and the Pride of the other will admit of no Con- 15 


ceſſions or Advances towards a Comprehenſion, however, let us Unite ſo far as to Op- 
poſe the Common Enemy. We ſee the Proteſtant and Popiſh Powers of Europe, are Conn. 
kederated together in the Defence of their juſt Rights againſt. the Common Oppreſſor ß 
Mankind, the French King; and why cannot the Proteſtant Parties in England Unite for 
the common good of Religion and Chrifftanity? The Cauſe of Go and Religion are alike 
the Objects of their Endeavours, and they are alike obliged ro preſerve the Flock of

Chriſt in theſe Kingdoms from the Dangers threatned them by the Popfſh Wolves.

Tae only way for the Church of England, to drain the Conventicles, and by that Means _— 
% make a Uniformity in Religion, is for the Clergy to Preach better, and to Live better tan 
the, Dilienters; {or while the Clergy are Neghgent in their Faſteral Charge, there will _ 
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be fill occaſibns for Reflections, which will [promote and cauſe a Diſſent. We have Laws 
Eſtabliſhing the Clergy in the Revenues of t

of Eccleſiaſtical Duties; but uo Obligations can be laid by the People on t heir Preacher, fo 
as to Oblige him to his Preaching Mork; they can only Appeal to his Dicceſan, which 
is an Appeal to another Judge and Court, than that which Obliges the Laity ro the Pay- 
ment of his Dues, The Clergy in moſt parts of this Kingdom, are either ſettled in their 
Livings by the Power of their Dioceſan; or by ſuch Lay Patrons as have the Diſ poſal of the 
Livings, and not by the Election of the People; and this makes them give their Parſhio- 
ners as much as they pleaſe of theit Spiritual Performances. I never ſo much as look d into 


the Laws Eccleſiaſtick, to know how often thoſe, who have the Care of Souls, ought to Pray 


and Preach in their ReſpeRive Pariſhes. But the Scripture ſays, It ovght to be done in 
Seaſon, and out of Seaſon, And tis obſervable in and about London, where there are Lecturers 
Choſen and Paid by the People, that ſuch Ledurers are generally che moſt Solid and La- 


borious Preachers. And it is farther Obſervable, That where ſuch Preachers are, the num. 


bers of the Diſſenters are the leaſt; ſo that in this Caſe, we have an Argument from Ex- 


the Difſenters. 


The Negligence of the Clergy in the Care of Souls, has been the only Cauſe of che 
Decay of Piety in theſe Kingdoms. And one thing the Clergy muſt here give me leave 


ro mention, and that is the Neglect of Inſtructing Youth in the Prenciples of the Chriſtian 


Religion, whereby their Minds would be inured to Religion; and any one who has the leaſt 


Sence thereof, knows full well the Advanrages of Early Piety. To have Young Ones enter 
themſelves into Chriſt's Service, and Repair under the Banner of the Chyrch, before they 


are acquaiuted with the falſe Deceits, and Allurements of the World, is the way to have 4 
Nurſery, that in time will be good Soldiers of Feſus Chrift ; and when they ſhall Arrive © 
to the full Stature of Men in Chriſt Feſas, they will be a Support and Defence to that 
Church in Age, to which they have been an Ornament in their Youth, We have a Cate- 


chiſm, call'd, The Church Catechiſm, which, I ſuppoſe, was Compoſed by the Primitive Fa- 
thers of our Church for other' Ends and Purpoſes than to be Read at Schools, and to be 


Taught by Old Women. I my ſelf have known Youth Examin'd by jt in rhe Churches, 
where they have made a Pablick Acknowledgement of the DoFrines of the Chriſtian Rz- 
ligion; therein contain d. This good Practice is now Diſcontinu'd both in the Churches and 
in Private Congregations. Tis not that the Devil takes leſs Care now to beſet Tender years 


with his Temptations. Tis not that the Power of Sin is leſs prevalent over the Nature 
of Young Ones. Tis not that the ſame Care ought not to be now in Parents, in regard 
to the Souls of their Children, as formerly; but *cis a ſenſible Decay of true Piety and 
Godlineſs, that occaſions this Neglect among all ſorts of Chriſtians. LIP oo

N Aud therefore -can we do a ching more acceptable to God, and more beneficial 


us all to a more Serious Practice of Godlineſss, But have we not tlie Divine Law? Are 
we. not hereuntoiobliged by the Stutute Law of Heaven? And can all the Humane Laws 
in the World, the Frewns of Great Men, the Cenſures of a Profligate, Degenerate Age, pre- 
vent us from doing this Neceſlary Work, if we heartily ſet about it? Were there no 
+ Humane Laws Countenaucing che true'Fradice of Godlineſs 3 yer this we may do of our 
| ſelves, We may enter into a Religious Confederacy and Aſſociation againſt Sin and the De- 
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Church, nay, Confirming to chem the ſmall 
Tythes, the Tenth Egg, and the Tenth Apple: They have Laws enough to farce the beople 
to a Payment of thei. Duet; but I know no Law whereby the People can force the 
| Preacher to the Performance of his Duty. Our Laws limit the People as to the Payment 


beneficial co our 
Tempsral and Eternal State, than to Unite in a ſerious Practice of Religion? I pray God 
put ic into the Hearts of our Repreſentatives, in theſe times of War and Calamity, to Oblige 
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tem. We may begin our Warfare, and lay Siege to the Strong Holds and Fortify'd Places, 
which Satan hath Built up in this Land. We may Storm his Citadels, and Undermine 
his Fortifications, and that without any Diſloyalty to the State, for he that is che beſt Chri- 
ftian, is certainly che beſt Subject. And this brings me to 5 


EXPEDIENT III. 


Of Reformation of MANNERS. 


HIS is the Neceſſary Conſequence of what I ſaid before, for without Reformation of 


5 'F Manners, you'li never fill your Churches. The Chriſtian Religion will have no Pro- 
ſeſſors, and its Preachers will make no Converts, Now, tho every Man may Reform him- 


ſelf, yet a General Reformatian cannot be effected without the Aſſiſtance of the Civil 


Magiſtrate. But what ſhall we ſay in this Caſe ? Here Religion receives irs Deaths Wound, 


and tis not in our Power to help her; for who can Reform the Magiftrates, that hold the 


Scales of Fuſtice in their Hands? We had a Magiſtracy in former Reigns, that willingly 
enough put the Penal, Laws againft Diſſenters in Force, and this they pretended to do for 


the Service of their Lord and Maſter, the King. But when had we a Magiſtry that would 
put the Laws againſt Vice, Prophaneſs, and Immorality in Force, for the Service of their Lord 


and Maſter, Fejus Chriſt, whoſe Seryants they arc? Not in my time I am ſure Now if thoſe 
whoſe, Buſineſs it is to be on the Watch, are Negligent in their Duty, Vice may come up- 


on us by eaſie Approaches, and overſpread our Country with Prophaneſs and Debanchery ; 


and when we are thus overcome, then are we an eaſie Conqueſt to any Enemies. I 
need no Arguments to confirm this Point. . 5 


A Reformation of Manners is no dificult Task, when undertaken by che Supream 


Authority of the Nation, who have a Power to oblige the Execution of Laws, in 
this Caſe already made and provided; as alſo to confider of their Deficiencies, 


and to provide proper Remedies for the future. We may eaſily Conclude what 
the Repreſentative Body of the Nation may do, by what we ſee is done by the 


Societies for Reformation of Manners. 


And here give me leave a little to ſpeak of theſe Secieties of Truly Chriſtian 


Men, ho have been, like ſo many Lets in our Sodom, Labouring under the great Work 
of Reformation, and ro whom we owe all the Signal Succeſſes of our Armies and 
Fleets, Tis for the ſake of the Righteous Ones among us, chat the Connſels of our 


Counce lors are Bleſt with Succeſs, that we are yet a People, and not cut off from 


the Face of the Earth. 


Theſe Seien ien for Reformation of Manners, had their Riſe in the Late Reign, 


from the Countenance of that Pious and Victorious Prince, Williem the Third, of 
| Bleſſed Memory 3 whoſe Name will be as a ſweer ſmeliing Savour in the Noſtrils of 


all good Men, to the utmoſt period of Time: Then they began, and have been 
Publickly and Solemnly approved by a conſiderable Number of the Spiritual, and 
Temporal Lords, and Honorable Judges of the Kingdoms of England and Ireland, and par- 
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ticularly by the Rięebt Reverend Biſnops, in their Circular Letters, Printed in the 
Year 1699. and God has wonderfully Rewarded their Labour of Love, in their good 
Offices to the Church of Chriſt, and the Immortal Souls of their Brethren, in 
giving them the Deſire of their Souls, a Happy Froſpect of growing Piety in theſe 


Kingdoms. 


The Reverend Doctor Kenner, in his Sermon Preach'd to the Societies, Decem. 
the 11th x701. ſays, F it be aihid, Where. be the Inſtances, or Examples of Refor- 


mation? Who, or what Sinners have been Converted from the Error of their Ways ? 


1 muſt Anſwer, That they are Strangers to this Deſign, who do not know there be a 
Multitude of ſuch Examples. Within a few Tears, by the Working of this Publick Spi- 


rit, a Multitade of Sinners hav? been Reprov'd, and, to Appearance at leaſt, haue been 


| Reform'd. By a Moderate Calculation, no leſs than Thirty Thouſand Perſons haue 


been ConviFed for Prophane Curſing and Swearing. Near the ſaid Number of Lewd 
and Diſorderly Perſons have been brough: to a Merciful Puniſhment, and were zhere- 
by Reclaim'd from their Vices, or at leaſt Reſtrain d from the Publick Scandal of them. 
The Diſorderly Houſes that have been ſuppreſt in and about this City, may be Com- 
puted at about Eight Hundred. Above Ten Thouſand Examples have been made of 


| Suffering, and Shame for Prophanation of the Lords Day. And, in 4 Word, to prevent 


the Raging of Sin, and to promote the Encreaſe of Piety and Vertut, above One 
Hundred Thouſand Books f Religion, and earneſt Perſwaſives from. the prevailing 
Vices of the Age, have been given Away, and Diſperſed thraugh our Cities and Vik 
lages, aud Fleets, and Armies, And à little further, he ſays, In 4 Word, Religion 


has begun to. look better, ſince the Laws better Executed, have kept it more in Coun- 
tenance. | Th: 5 | 


Be ſides theſe | Numbers mention'd of perſons proſecuted, the Societies have yet 


made a farther Progreſs in their Undertaking, upon the Deſtitute Youth in and 


about the City of London. It is ſhamefully known that many Beys and Girls, the 

Children of Poor Parents, who ſhould have been the Care of their ſe- 
veral Pariſhes, have been Abandoned by Them and their Parents, and turn'd out 
of Doors to ſhift for themſeldes; ſome of them fo very Young, that we have not 
known the Names of their Parents, nor whence they came: Theſe have betaken 
them felves, ſome to Begging about the Streets, others have conſtantly Attended 


at the Cuſtom- Houſe, where they have fed on ſuch Eatable Commodities as have 


drop'd from the Merchants Catk, and at Night have Retired, ſome to Brewers 


Stole · Holes, and others to Claſs- Houſes for their Lodgings, where they have lain F romiſ- 


cuouſly together, like Hogs in a Stie, having hardly Cloachs ſufficient to cover 


their Nakeaneſs;. and many of them betaking themſelves to Thievery, have come to 


the Gallows before they have been Sixteen or Seventeen Years of Age. Theſe 
poor Deſtitute, Forlorn Creatures have been the Care of the Societies for Reforma- 
tion of Manners. And ſome Hundreds of them, .by their Charity, have been pro- 


vided for in Work: Houſes, where they have had Education, and have been Taught 


the Doctrines of the Chriſtian Religion, who before never heard a Word of God, or 
4 Chriſt, but in an Oath. So, that the Societies haye taken Care, not only of 


e Souls, but of the Bodies of theſe Miſerable Creatures, 


As Vice and Prophaneſs ſpreads it ſelf over the Face of the whole Earth; ſo, 


Bleſſed be God, bas the Piows Example, and Pradlice of theſe Societies, in a great 


Naſure reachd many Places in England, at a ſar Diſtance from London : As may

In Scotland, the Project has 
becn highly approved, by many of the Nobility and Gentry, and by che Commiſſioners of 
the General 4ſ]:mbly of the Church of Scotland; fo that there are 13 Societies of Reforma» 
tion Conſtituted in the City Edenburgh, and by their Example many more in divers 
parts of the Kingdom 3 and by this means a New Court of Immorality is Erected in that 
Kingdom. In the Kingdom of Ireland, it had the ſame Effect; nay, the Chriſtian Worla 
has been Inflaenced thereby. The Account of theſe Societies are already Tranſlated into 

the French and High- Dutch Languages, and is at this time Tranſlating into the Latin

"nm This Good Fxample has already reach d our Colonie and Plantations Abroad. A Rever- 
end Divine lately return d from our Northern Plantations in America, has by the Encour- 
"agement of divers of our Biſhops (for the Propagacion of Chriſtianity in thoſe parts 
ordered a whole Impreſſion of the Account of the Societies to be Printed and ſent thither ; 
and the ſame Reverend Perſon, ſays, That he thinks they have ſince made a more Remarkable 
Reformation there, than in either of Her Majefties Kingdoms. The fame Acconnt have we from 
New. England, where ſeveral Societies are formed at Boſton, and the like is intended to 
be done other parts of the Country. The like Account have we from the Iſland of 
Jamnica: At a General Meeting of the Clergy of that Ifland, at St. Jago dela Vago, Nov. 
27. 1700, by the Appointment of the Commiſſary, rhe Clergy in Conjunction with divers 
ofthe Gentlemen of that Country, have formed themſelves into a Society for Reforma-

By ſeveral Gentlemen Arrived from Flanders we are aſſured, our Societies are 
known in that Country; and that the Diſorderly Houſes at Bruſſels and othet places 
are Suppreſſed; and that the very Popiſh Prieſts themſelves approve of the Project: 
The Muſick-Houſes at Amſterdam, which were Houſes of 17 Fame, as ate ours in Lon- 
don, are Suppreſs'd :- And they ſo well approve of the Engliſh Societies, that the like

are forming iu ſeveral places in Holland. 
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Im switzerland they have a Tranſlation of the Account of the Societies, and are maki 

ſome Progreſs in the Undertaking. It ha: been Written from Schafhauſen, that they 
rejoyced there to hear of our Zeal in England, from an Account of our Societies, which 
was there Tranſlated; and that they had Examples of the ſame fort of Societies. 


From Germany we have the following Account from Doctor Frank, Divinity Profefſor 
at Hall, in Saxony. Jan. 21. 1700. The Eminent Succeſs of your Undertaking has been 
made known in Germany by the Reverend Doctor Fablonski; Chaplain ro the Newly 
Trown'd King of Pruſſia, who hath Tranſlated the Account ot the Societies out of the

The Famous Monſieur Furien in à Letter he writes from Rotterdam, takes Notice, 
that amidſt the many Societies that were in the World about the Concerns of Cold and 
Silver, and for bringing the Wealth of the Indies into other Countries, he had at laſt 
heard a moſt reviving Acconnt of Pious Perſons, United in very Succeſsſul Methods 
for the Extirpation of Vice and Prophaneſs, and the bringing down of the Riches of 
Heaven; for which he Praiſes God and Conceives great Hopes from hence, that thoſe 
happy Days may Euſue to the Chriſtian World wich Holy Souls ſo ardently defire- 
and long for. %%% y ß BY: i, <1. 


Aſonſieur Overſtal tells us in his Letter, Dated April the 6th 1701. That he had 
Printed in the Principality of Neuf - Chaſtle, an Account of our Societies; and that the Pious

Buy up ſome Hundreds of the Printed Accounts, and that they were ſent to alk the 
Conſiſteries of that State to diſpoſe them to a Reformation of Manners, and to the (Ming: 
up of Schools. The ſame has been Recommended to a large Synod of Divines Aſſembled 
at Zurich, where the Account of our Religious Societies was Tranſlated and Printed: 
At which time a [Tranſlation of the ſaid Account by Monſteur Stherer was Print- 3 
ing in the German Language; and that Orders has been given, by ſeveral of the 
Proteſtant Cantons, for the Buying up conſiderable Numbers of theſe Accounts. -

Proteſtants, We muſt carry on our Religious Warfare againſt Vice and Immorality, 
with the like Zeal in this Reign, as in che Former. For if we once flacken our 


March, and make but flow Approaches towards the Enemy; If once we grow 
Cold and Indifferent in carrying on this War, The Prateſtants Abroad will believe 
that we have loſt our Firſt Love; and may Conclude by our want of Zeal, as

The Jews deny the Divine Nature and Incarnation of our Bleſſed Saviour, they 
were the occafion of his Crucifixion, and to this Day Ridicule his Paſſion, his Re- 
ſarrefion and Aſcenſion, and his Offices as he is Medjator of the New Covenant; 

| The whole Hiſtory of tle Life of Jeſus they eſteem as Fabulous, and Account 
him as the greateſt of Impoſtors. The Peumen of the Goſpel have born their Te- 
ſtimony againſt the Jews. They are called Unbelievers. Heb. 4. 6. Rom. 11. 20. 
They are call'd in Scripture Tnfidels, and the Synagogue of Satan; and as they 
are againſt the very Foundation of the Chri/tian Religion, ſo the Chriſtian Powers 
and Authorities ought to be, againft chem . 

1 ſhould not recommend the Sanguinary Laws of Edward the Firſt to be put 
in Execution againſt rhe Jews, tho ſome of thoſe Laws are enough Reaſbnable 
at all Times; for we have not the ſame occaſion (at leaft viſibly fo) to puniſh 
che "Fewr, as had our Anceſtors; in whoſe times the Jews were ſo very Nume- 
rous, and Inſolent withall, that they not only Stole Chriſtian Children, and Cru- 
cify'd them in Mockery of our Saviour, but they became a Peſtilent Grievance to 
the Commonwealth, and ſeem'd Powerful enough to Subvert a Government.

The ſhortneſs of this Track will not allow me to Launch to far into the Ac- 
count. of the Fews, and of their Behaviour, and the Laws, made againſt them 
in the Days of our Anceſtors. My Deſign js only to give the Reader ſome ſhort 
Hints how we came by them, and how we may either get Totally rid of them, 


or bring them to ſuch a Decorum, as they ſhall be no Prejudice to the Chriſtian 


Religion. I could give you many Inftances from Hiſtory, that the Jews are the 
moſt Implacable Enemies of the Chriſtians 3 that they Love a Turk, a Heathen, a 
Barbarian, nay, a Toad better than they do a. Chrſtian. I ſhall give you one In- 

ſtance hereof, Recorded by our Faithful Hiſtorian, Matthew Paris, in the Year 1241. 
The Fews of all Countries Entered into a Hellifh Conſpiracy to Enable the Tartars 


to Inyade Chriſtendom, and ro Extirpate the Chriſtians, In order thereunto the

Jews in Germany, from time to time, filled ſeveral Thouſands Casks with Arms, 


and ſent them to Tartary, under 2 Pretence that they were filld with Wines. 


Now the Tartars being by Principle and Cuſtom to Drink no Wine, but what is 


made by the Jews, the German, took little Notice thereof; but ſtill the Number 
of Casks Encreaſing, and the Germans believing the ewt could not make fo ma- 
ny Wines 4s they ſent to the Tartars, they began to Queſtion the Fews he reupon; 


who told them, That they had Lengthenned out their Wims with Poiſonons Mixtures in: 


order to Poiſon all the Tartars: But ſome of the Cuſtomers, who where willing to ſee 


the Inſides of theſe Casks, broke ſome of them open, and found them full of Arms 


and Armour; hereupon the Germans made a ſtrict Enquiry, and made a large Diſ- 
covery how Europe was to be Betrayd by the Few; and in Revenge of this Trea- .
